"THE American invasion of Great Britain may 
have been a.bloodless one, but it most cer- 
tainly has left its:mark in other ways. 
it would be futile to pretend that the American 
_ troops over here and’ the British Forces are hard 
and fast “buddies’”—nowhere do we see them 
mixing together in public places, in our bars. or 
dance halls, and, indeed, very little do they mix 
in private either. 
-A MOST UNFORTUNATE -SUSPICION. HAS 
CREPT IN TO WARP THE MENTAL HORIZONS OF 
THESE TWO GREAT ALLIES. 


- True, America has not a great deal to thank this 
country for from a historical point of view. She has 
not forgotten the blood that flowed during the Ameri- 
can War of Independence, and_has, perhaps quite justi- 
fiably, looked upon us with suspicion ever since. 
To-day, even, our papers are full of Wendell Willkie’s 
doubt about our post-war imperialistic empire policy. 
This great American is undoubtedly as popular in this 
country as he is at home, perhaps more so because 
he has no political opponents here, but his. speech in 
which he said that he would “ smoke Churchill out” 
until he publicly proclaimed what we were fighting 
for, in itself shows that this suspicion exists on the 
other side of the Atlantic. 
_.__For our part the English are fed up by the B.B.C., 
_ Ministry of Information, and Cabinet Ministers alike, 
including the Prime Minister, with American propa- 
ganda from morning till midnight, and many of us 
are, quite frankly, so sick of it that we are beginning 
to hate the word “America” instead of respecting 
e as we undoubtedly would do under other circum- 
stances. oie a 


From a soldier’s point of view it was always Napo- 
leon’s dictum that there are no bad troops but’ only 
bad officers. 

Now high Service chiefs in America even went 
out of their way to meet their British cousins by 
issuing a booklet on our National customs for the 
benefit of their officers and men. 


The men were lectured before they landed here 
on the basis of “When in Rome, etc.,” and there is 
no doubt that when they are actually in Rome, fighting 
side by side with the British, they will both fight their 
damndest, shoulder to shoulder, forgetting all these 
suspicions. 

Now this situation is not only peculiar to this country; 
they’ve had it- in Australia too, and where there’s 
smoke there’s fire. 

Some American officers, themselves, are to blame 
for not taking their own medicine as prescribed in 
that booklet, and not a few of them are arrogant and 
disdainful to Englishmen who want to play. 

For instances, it’wasn’t very tactful of one of their 
Press officers when. REVEILLE Editorial asked where 
to get the latest news from North Africa, and was 
told “North Africa, of course.” ‘“ Any bloody fool 
knows that,” as G.B.S. would say.

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Loyalty to the 
home 


[F there is one word to 
which almost any 
Englishman is certain to 


respond it is Home. 


The young man or woman 
called up for training or ser- 
vice in a strange place will 
always feel just a little bit of 
home-sickness, however well he 
or she may hide it. 


And how often must the older 


But there are others who all 
too easily forget their pro- 
mises. And the trouble is that 
not only are solemn promises 
broken but two homes are 
deeply injured. For the dis- 
loyalty; be it of man or woman, 
is disloyalty to the homes of 


married man, leaving wife and both 


children behind him, let ‘his 
thoughts turn with deep and 
unutterable longing to his 
home. 

And I suppose one of the 
things which makes those in 
the Services so angry with the 
Nazis is-the break-up the war 
has made of life and job and 
home together. 

I want to suggest that, as 
the home is so precious, both 
_ the men away on active ser- 
vice and the women and girls 
from whom they are parted 
should do everything they 
can to honour the home 
generally, and_ their 
homes in particular. 

I sometimes think that, in 
spite of the response which we 
undoubtedly give to the idea of 
home when absent, we don’t 
value the home in the same real 
way as people did forty years 
ago. It may be due in part to 
the rush of amusements, 
especially the pictures, or the 
cutting away of the family side 
of things by the modern State 
in the social services. 


Mutual Loyalty 


But the special side of the 
home that I am thinking of now 
is that of the wife, the mother, 
and the girls. 

There is nothing so sure to 
destroy a nation, whether in 
peace or war, as failure here, 
And there is nothing more 
likely to make a nation keep 
happy and well than good, 
contented, and loyal homes. 


A MAN’S HOME IS A 
TRUST. When I suggest that 
it .is the duty of all to honour 
the home generally, and their 
own homes in particular, it is 
another way of saying that the 
mutual loyalty of husband and 
wife, and the loyalty of both to 
the children, is. the basis of 
home life. 


When a man and a woman 
marry they promise-to love and 
cherish one another “Till death 
us do part.” The best husbands 
and wives, wherever they are 
and however far they are 
parted, never dream of dis- 
loyalty to one another.

And there are unmarried 
lads, too, and unmarried girls 
—sometimes not long away 
from school, caught up in the 
excitement of the war and be- 
control of their 
mothers—who are disloyal be- 
fore marriage, and spoil their 
own bodies and souls, and soil 
their homes. 

It is terrible to break a 
trust, to do things they would 
not think of doing if the men 
of the family were not ab- 
sent.

to A.B. Brown, of the 
Royal Navy. 


Five years ago Mr. Brown 
bought about eighty. acres of 
neglected ground in Kent, and, 
although it was hard going at 
first, he and his wife eventually 
turned it into workable farm 
land. 


They bought pigs and cows, 
built their own farmhouse and 
outbuildings, and, by the time 
war broke out, had quite a 
comfortable little business. 


Farming is a reserved occu- 
pation, and, if Brown = had 
wanted to, he could have gone 
on living his same peaceful 
life and scarcely felt the 
effects of war at all. : 


But he was anxious to join the 
Navy, and the only way he could 
do it was to let the farm. 


Neglectful Tenant 


This he did in April, 1941, and, 
because his tenant agreed to 
farm the land, he let it for the 
ridiculously low sum of £160» 
per annum. On this amount, 
added to the meagre Service 
allowance, his wife and two 
children lived. 


In the summer of 1942, how- 
ever, Brown was informed by 
the Committee that his tenant 
was neglecting the land and 
unless he could find another 
man to do the work the Com- 
mittee would take it over 
themselves. : 


Brown was at sea, and it was 
impossible for him to find any- 
body in the time limit allowed. 

The Committee, however, con- 
tinued to agitate, and finally told 
him a week or so ago that they 
had evicted the tenant and 
would be taking possession of 
the place themselves. 


As compensation they have 
- offered Brown £40 per annum, 
less the £15 annual tithes he

What annoys .Mr. Brown is 
that the Committee are claiming 
the farmhouse also. 


In short, they are either go- 
ing to turn his family out of 


their home or deprive them of }. 


the money from the rent of it 
on which they depend. 


Offer Refused 


They want this house for the 
man they are putting in to farm 
the, land, but Mr. Brown has 
offered to build a small cottage 
for this purpose» at his own 
expense. 


This generous offer has, 
however, been definitely 
ve down by the commit- 
ee. 


Mr. Brown has since, how-] 


ever, had another offer, but this 
tenant wants to :take the farm 
for five years and is paying 
only £80 per annum. 

A better price but still not 
good enough, in view of the 


offer of five guineas a week for 
the farmhouse furnished alone. 

It is likely, however, that Mr. 
Brown will be forced to accept 
the £80 per year offer unless 
some higher authority will step 
in and secure him better com- 
pensation from the committee. 

We think the matter deserves 
the attention of the Minister of 
Agriculture himself, and we are 
forwarding an account of it to 
him. 

We sincerely hope Mr. 
Hudson will investigate the 
matter, and do what he can 
for a fellow-countryman.

Some of .these parcels were 
sent. from~ London as early 
as July, and the Red Cross or- 
ganisation in this country has 
been notified by the Inter- 
national Red Cross that a month 
or so ago they left Switzerland 
for Germany and Italy. 

Red Cross British headquar- 
ters have kept up a shuttle ser- 
vice of eig specially char- 
tered neutral ships between 
London, Lisbon, Marseilles, and 
Genoa. 

Although sailings from Lisbon 
through the Mediterranean have 
now been suspended, this will 
not affect the Christmas parcels 
already sent.

MY wife and two children live 
in a district which is con- 
stantly being raided. Can I 
claim any allowance to help with 
the cost of removing my: family 
from one district to another? 
Without knowing the address 
at which your wife is living 
and the ages of your children 
I cannot say whether she is 
within the scope of the Gov- 
ernment Evacuation Scheme. 
If she is, and she is able to 
make her own private ar- 
rangements to go and stay in 


a reception area, she can 
apply to her local council 
officers for .a free travel 


voucher for herself and child- 
TEN. The householder with 
whom she goes to stay would 
then be able to apply to the 
.council for that area for a bil- 
leting allowance of 5s. in re- 
spect of the mother and 3s. for 
each child. Your wife will be 
able to find out whether this 
assistance is available to her 
by inquiring at the local coun- 
cil offices. 

In the case of a mother and 
children who are - billeted 
under the Government Evac- 
uation Scheme, the _ local 
authority of the area in which 
they are billeted may pay the 
cost of removing essential 
equipment (including essen- 
tial articles of furniture) from 
their home: to their billet. 
Your wife should apply to the 
Clerk of the Council of the 
area in which she is billeted 
for this provision. 


‘Nine Days’ Leave 


A FRIEND has told me that 

Servicemen may add one of 
their forty-eight-hour leaves on 
to their seven-day privilege 
leave. My husband has never 
had this concession. Can you 
tell me why? 

Members of the Forces are 
only allowed to add one of 
their forty-eight-hour leaves 
to one of their seven-day 
leaves when they are stationed 
a long distance from home. 
This concession is made on the 
understanding that the extra 
time is utilised. in travelling, 
so that the men concerned 
may have a clear seven-day 
leave. 

‘If your husband is stationed 
miles away from your home 
he should apply to his C.O. 
for this privilege. 


Do 


Has a C.S.M. the authority to 

confine to barracks the men 
of a unit, depriving them of all 
privileges and leave, following 
the reported loss of a -soldier’s 
money?’ 

A C.S.M. has no authority 
to award C.B. or to deprive 
men of leave or privileges. It 
is, however, in order for him 
to issue an order- that men 
should not leave a particular 
rpom or barracks pending 
investigation of: a reported 
loss of money, even though 
such would entail delay in 
anyone proceeding on leave 
or in the enjoyment of privi- 
leges.

The Court order will be met first by a compulsory stoppage 
from the soldier’s pay up to the amount of the qualifying allot- 
ment he would have made if family allowance had been ad- 
missible. If necessary, this, compulsory stoppage will then 
be supplemented by a grant from Army funds at a rate not 
exceeding such amount of family. allowance from Army funds 
as would have been ad- 
missible. had the parties not 
been separated. (This grant,

We first drew attention to the matter in June of last year 
and urged then that the Government take strong measures to 
stamp out this scandalous racket. 
position is even more serious, and unless something is soon 
effected many Servicemen’s wives will have paid away practi- 
cally all their allowances in rent. 


Landlords Who Take Advantage 


They are the main victims of this pernicious profiteering, for 
many of them are forced to live in furnished rooms and 
therefore at the mercy of landlords mean enough to exploit the 
fact that rent for such accommodation is uncontrolled. 

Whereas the owner of unfurnished rooms must not let them 
at more than his pre-war rate, most landlords with furnished 
accommodation entirely disregard the general principle set out in 
the Rents Restriction Act that they “must not make more profit 
out of unfurnished lettings than they would have. been expected 
to do before the war,” and are charging from. twice to nye times 


as much. 

Mr. Ernest Brown, Minister of 
Health, has sent a. staff of 
housing, inspectors to twenty 
typical areas in greater- London 
to inquire into the matter, and 
London housing authorities 
and some Borough Councils are 
also co-operating. 

London, however, is only one 
city in many. 


Newcastle Rent Restrictions 
Committee interviewed thirty- 
three landlords and found they 
Pee extracted £204 too much 
from Servicemen’s wives and 
factory workers in six months. 


A private’s wife working in 
Colwyn Bay writes to tell us 
the best bargain she could find 
was 50s. a week for a miser- 
Bere Sarnlsteg room, excluding 
ight. 


A case appeared in the papers 
last week of a woman whose 
two babies died from injuries 
in a fire at their home—a con- 
verted *bus, for which she was 
paying 14s. a week rent. The 
coroner suggested that there 
had been exploitation in the 
matter of rent, and that the 
little space. available in the 
“home” contributed towards 
the outbreak of fire. 


Several M.P.s are proposing to 
question the Government and 
demand two lines of action:— 


(1) The strengthening of the 
Rent Restrictions Act; 

(2) The building of more 
houses. 


This last suggestion seems to 
provide the most likely solution. 
The whole trouble is that since 
the widespread bombing and 
movement of firms from one 
district to another, there is not 
sufficient accommodation in: 
Britain.

ACCORDING to the November 
issue of Labour Research, 
N.A.A.F.I. victimisation of trade 
unionism is suspected as a re- 
sult of the dismissal of the vice- 
chairman of the N.A.A.F.I. 
Clerical Branch of N.U.D.A.W. 
for issuing a leaflet, explaining 
a recent award.
